Since the Governors have sus- 
pended aU lectures from ten to one 
o'clock, BO tb.^i, every student, may 
have an opportunity to attend the 
meeting, and in view of. the import- 
ance of the business which is to be 
discussed, no student can find a 
r^^asonablo excuse for remaining ab- 
sent.* , ... 

The Centennial Celebration, which 
is to Uke place next, fall, is possibly 
the most important matter to be 
brouglil up this morulng. Dr. W. J. 
Turner, representing the graduates, 
will give a great deal of information 
regarding the plans for the coming 
celebration. Ai\ active leader In his 
undergraduate days. Dr. Turner held 
a number of e.\ecutive positions In 
student societies and organizations. 
His experience well fits him for his 
position of chairman of the Grada- 
ates' Programme. Every man whO'ls 
expecting to return as an undergrltdu- 
nto next fall, and those who soon 
hope to be numbered with the alumni, 
can ill afford to miss this Item in the 
business of the meeting. 

The programme of the Centennial 
Celebration will occupy a large part 
of the early weeks pf.'^^iQrcpmitt^-a^ 
sion. The student body will have the 
privilege of playing .a large, part In 
the many -àotlvltlés included in this 
celebration, and those who return as 
undergraduates for the session 1921- 
22 may think of themselves as lucky 
students in one of McG Ill's happiest 
years. Many, are already busy con- 
sidering plans for this event, and 
schemes of sti^dont co-operation will 
be outlined and discussed at length, 
so that everyone may be'prepared to 
take bis proper part in the celebra- 
tion upon returning after the holi- 
days. 

Upwards ot three thousand gradu- 
ates are expected to be in l)rIontrea) 
to take part- in the Graduates' Re- 
union, which will, bo one of the 
features of the celebration. ° 

Another very interesting matter 
which is of especial interest to many 
students is the question of a students' 
bookstore. This Is a problem which 
has been brought up for discussion 
on many occasions. . As yet . It has 
never been satisfactorily solved; The 
present price ot books, and the diffi- 
culty .of securing many of them, is à 
problem which calls for serious dis- 
cussion. A report from the commit- 
tee assigned to 'this matter will lie 
read and disiiiestd. • ■• ' 

Many other questions of importance 
to the student body . will ' be brought 
forward. Various committees will 
report upon the activities with which 
they are cpncernsd, such as Track, 
Swimming CiUb. and the other clubs 
active aroUnd tbiq campus. ■ .A finni.r 
clal 8latement oftlre*Students' Society 
will also be presented. 

The eleven iiundred who recently 
used their votes, and the 'odd . two 
thousand who did not, should crowd 
the Union Ballroom this morning.- .

Universities

• - The study of aviation in the British 
universities has - received . «onsidér- 
ible attention recently, partly owins 
to the fact that two chairs of aviation 
have been establii|hod, at Can)bridi;e 
and London, respectively, by iqeans-pt 
private gifts, and partly because the 
whole subject is creating much In- 
terest at present oo account of ih»; 
help .given by.'fhe .governm^t.in. the 
form of a subsidy granted to ci>il 
aviation of £60,000 for the* coming 
year. ' ' ••• •■ •,• ■ ' • 

tïnlverslty. authorities have been 
asked regarding their attitude toward 
aeronautics as a subject for study 
in the colleges. Some of the replies 
hiiye • been' decidedly encoui^igiiK;,' 
wrhile otlwnr/Bhbw' that tbisyf'dd not? 
vleiw ^the BubJ«-;rt as Impdrtànt iiid 
express; no- desire ^ to afford faciritfes 
at all for its study. In the majortty' 
of these cases, lack of money Is glVeb

Cambridge has a chair of 'aviafioii' 
endowed by Sir Pradcls Mond which 
is occupied by Prof. B. Melvihe Jonei, 
whose policy it is to provide a cer- 
tain amount of specialized 'aeronau- 
tical teaching intended principally for 
the men v/ho are already studying for 
the general engineering tripos. This

of lectures delivered by the profes-

Thus at 
St- Anilrows. Prof. A. R. Fulton, v/b'o 
was. formerly officer In charge of a 
department of th* Air Ministry, and is 
now. professor of engineering, has ar- 
ranged for a short course Of lectures 
on aeronautical subjects from some of 
the acknowledged authorities in Bnsr- 
land. . A test bed for air engines haa 
also been laid .lown in thé laboratd- 
rles, and a great deal of enco'ura.-^e- 
mcnt is afforded by Professor Fulton 
to all those lnter<;sted in the rriatter.
